L eague of N ations assem bly resolu­ 
tion declaring the league would not 
recognize legality of privileges or ter­ 
ritory gained in violation of the anti­ 
w ar pact. 
Stimson, Ju b ilan t 
And Secretary of State Stim son, who 
first laid down this doctrine, rejoiced 
in

alm ost universal 
acceptance, 
reading the following statem ent: 
“T he nations of the league at Ge­ 
neva have united in a com m on atti­ 
tude and purpose tow ards the perilous 
disturbances in the far east. The ac­ 
tion o f the assem bly 
expresses 
the 
purpose for peace w hich is found both 
in the pact of Paris (the K ellogg pact) 
and the covenant of the L eague of N a ­ 
tions. 
“In this expression all the nations 
of th e world can speak w ith the same 
voice. T his action will go far toward 
developing into term s of international 
law the principles of order and jus­ 
tice w h ich underlie those treaties, and 
the govern m en t of the U nited States 
has been glad to cooperate earnestly 
in this effort.”

and gone, other heroes have arisen to have their d ay in the limelight 
and then fade out of the picture; but the p eak on which that am azing 
flight landed Lindbergh has grown higher with the passing years. 
Probably no other conceivable event 
short 
of the nation’s 
entrance into a great w ar could have stirred the American people as 
deeply as the kidnaping of the Lindbergh b ab y stirred it. 
During the 
past w eek it has been almost the only topic of conversation. 
You 
hear people discussing it on street cars and in buses; the waitress 
who gives you your sandwich in the restaurant, the bootblack who 
shines your shoes, the acquaintance you m eet on the street— all have 
w anted to know the latest news. 
A nd this hasn’t been m erely an evidence of public desire for 
sensation. 
The loss of the child was a per:onal m atter to almost every- 
been outraged, and in a very real way they suffered with Colonel and 
one in the country. 
People did not simply feel that a horrible crime 
had been c o m m itte d ; they felt that their own deepest cympathies had 
Mrs. Lindbergh. 


M any times in the past the public has shown how greatly it 
cherishes its most famous aviator. 
Now, in the time of his greatest 
sorrow, it has revealed the full extent of the w ay in which it has m ade 
him his own. 
H enceforth, apparently, we have an unofficial first 
citizen whose status cannot change; and, in his charm ing wife, we 
have an unofficial, deeply-loved first lady.

Aristide Briand possibly lacked m any of the elements of true 
greatness. 
Really great men have been conspicuous by their absence 
from the w orld in recent years, and the sad plight of both Europe and 
America is abundant testimony to the mess that lesser m en have m ade 
of things. 
But Biland deserves the grateful m em ory of a distraught world. 
As far as iay within his pow er, he w orked to heal the wounds left by 
the war. 
He strove constantly for a better understanding betw een 
France and Germany. 
W hen Stressmann of G erm any risked his polit­ 
ical life to w ork for an enduring peace, Briand m et him m ore than 
half w ay— and similarly risked his own political life.
